Washington Letter. 

Washington, D. C.. Aug. 31, 1903. 

The anxiety concerning the welfare 
of Americans in Turkey during the 
latter part of last week has been ma- 
terially abated b^* the decidedly be- 
lated news that Vice Consul Me- 
gelssen, at Beirut, Syria, was not 
murdered, as at first reported, but 
was merely fired at, the shots failing 
to take effect, and that the miscreants 
have been apprehended and the 
officials have rendered full apologies 
to the United Stakes Minister Leisch- 
man at Constantinople. Before the 
correct version of the affair was re- 
ceived, the President ordered the 
European squadron to Turkish waters 
and the fleet, under the command of 
Admiral Cotton, is now enroute for 
Genoa and thence will sail for Turk- 
ish waters. When informed of the 
error in the first report, the President 
announced that he would not rescind 
his order to the fleet as the situation 
in Turkey appeared to be so acute 
that he regarded the presence of 
American war ships in Turkish 
waters as essential to the safety of 
American citizens in the Empire. 

As soon as the news from Beirut 
was received, Secretary Hay hasten^ 
to Oyster Bay to confer with the 
President and after the conference, 
which also dealt with the situation 
in Colombia and the prospects of the 
Panama canal treaty, Mr. Hay de- 
termined to come at once to Wash- 
ington, thus curtailing his vacation 
by several sveeks. Reports from Bo- 
gota seem to indicate that the chief 
obstacle in the way of the treaty is 
the pride of the Colombians and it is 
by no means certain that, after a de- 
lay sufficient to satisfy* the spirit of 
the legislators, the convention will 
not be ratified. This, at least, is the 
hope of the administraion. Mean- 
while, Dr. Herran, the Colombian 
charge d’affaires, has been instructed 
to subscribe to a press clipp^^ 
bureau and to forward to the Colom- 
bian Congressional Library extracts 
from all American newspapers ap- 
propos of the treat3*. It i» argued 
here that when the Colombians see 
how many newspapers urged the im- 
mediate abandonment of the Panama 
Route in favor of the Nicaraguan- 
Costa Rican route, that too will have 
a salutary effect. 

Secretary Shaw has greatl3' relieved 
the apprehensions entertained by 
leading financiers, by* devising a 
method whereb3' he will be able to 
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everyone but the Wall street brokers 
and be sees no reason why Congress 
should legislate to please them. Mr. 
Quay also says that he appreciates 
that Wall street can occasionally cor- 
ner the money of the country, but he 
does not believe that any reasonable 
increase of the volume of the circula- 
tion will foil the avaricious mischief- 
makers of Wall street. There is some 
doubt, however, among those who are 
acquainted with the wily Pennsyl- 
vanian, as to whether he was al- 
together sincere in this interview 
and it is suggested as not unlikely 
that Mr. Quay was merely seeking to 
bring Senator Aldrich to terms on a 
Statehood bill which, it is said, is to 
be resuscitated at the coming session 
of Congress. If Senator Aldrich will 
give Mr. Quay his way with the 
Statehood bill, Mr. Quay’s opposition 
to financial legislation will silently 
fade away, say the political wise- 
acres. 

Numerous phases of the Indian 
Territory land scandals continue to be 
aired and it has become evident that 
there are grave abuses in the Terri- 
tory which call for immediate action. 
Meanwhile, the Secretary of the In- 
terior, acting under the directions of 
the President, is using every endeav- 
or to secure a competent commis- 
sioner, not connected with the Depart 
ment of the Interior, to make a thor 
ough investigation of the situation, 
and the Acting Attorney General is 
trying to secure an examiner to in- 
vestigate the employes of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, against whom sim- 
ilar charges have been preferred. 
There is now little doubt that prac- 
tically* all of the members of the 
Dawes Commission have interested 
themselves in companies organized to 
make money out of the Indians and it 
is predicted that an effort will be 
made by the President to get rid of 
them. The President’s prompt action 
in the case of Jenkins of Oklahoma, 
who was found to be interested in a 
contract for supplying provisions to 
the territorial insane aay'lum, is cited 
as a forerunner of his action in this 
case. 
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deposit in the iiutioiial banks a fund 
of not less than 540,000,0(X). Accord- 
ing to the Secretar3’*s explanation, I jjj beautiful scenery and dotted 
he began last fall to gather the in- 
ternal revenue receipts into a fund to 
meet just such an emergency'. These 
receipts have been seggregated so 
that there has been no intermixture 
of customs receipts and the Secretary 
believes, therefore, that he has all 
necessary authority* to use the in- 
ternal receipts to relieve the banks if 
the occasion arisies. It is, nioreever, 
the intention of the Secretary to ac- 
cept state and municipal bonds as col- 
lateral for the deuosits bf the internal 
revenue funds, as was done last year 
when the stringency in Wall street 
became acute. It was not the inten- 
tion of taecretary Shaw, however, 
that this source of relief should be- 
come known at this time, as he ' 
feared that his ability to relieve the 
situation might be discounted, but 
the facts leaked out and now the Sec- 
retary will explain his plans in an 
address he will deliver in Chicago 
this week. 

Meanwhile, Senator Aldrich has is- 
sued a statement from his home in 
Providence in which he says that he 
has reason to believe that material 
progress is being made in the har- 
monizing of the views of Senate and 
House on the subject of currency leg- 
islation and the Senator even goes so 
far as to say that when Congress coik» 
venes, Speaker-to-be Cannon will be 
found as enthusiastic in support of 
the measure which the Senate 
Finance committee will bring in, as 
Mr. Aldrich himself If such a result, 
is attained it will prove another iiiou- 
ument to the great harmonizing pow- 
ers of Senator Allison who has gone 
west on a mission of peace and edu- . 
cation. Senator Quay, who passed | 
through Washington on his way to 
Florida, last week, gave out a brief 
and characteristic interview on the 
subject of financial let^islatioii which 
foreshadows an intention on the part 
of the senator from Pennsylvania to 
make trouble when the iiiiaticial 
measure comes up on the floor uf the 
Senate. Tlie Senator says that he 
sees no occasion for financial legisla- 
tion, that there Is money enough for

Mayor Weeks’ Views. 

Mayor Weeks fully endorses the 
present method of selecting state com- 
missioners by gubernational appoint- 
ment as his letter to the editor of the 
Suburban will indicate. The letter is 
as follows: 

I have yours of Aug. 14 asking for 
an expression of opinion from me re- 
garding the method of choosing the 
members of the metropolitan com- 
missions, referring particularly to 
the park commission and to the water 
and sewerage commission. 

I have no hesitancy in saying that 
1 consider the present method much 
preferable to the election of a com- 
mission by the people of the metro- 
politan district. The members of the 
present commissions are men of the 
highest character and competent to 
fill the positions. Heretofore Massa- 
chusetts' governors could be, almost 
without exception depended upon to 
appoint suitable men for such posi- 
tions and any change would in iny 
opinion be a step backward. I be- 
lieve that if commissioners to fill 
such positions were elected, that 
many men of inferior quality would 
creep into poistions where the high- 
est responsibility and capacity are 
necessary to properly expend the 
large amounts of money which the 
state has been and is appropriating 
for metropolitan purposes. 

I write this without any regard to 
the efi'ect which metropolitan appro- 
priations have on Newton, which has 
been anything but satisfactory. New 
ton does not use metropolitan water, 
notwithstanding which it is paying 
this year an assessment of $9252.87, 
and i have no doubt that if the money 
which Newton has paid in the lust 
five years for metropolitan park pur- 
poses had been spent direct witliin 
tlie city along the shores of the 
Charles river, that an equal amount 
of development would have been the 
result, although a similar tax to that 
of this year, whicli is $32,374, may be 
expected for a great many years to 
cuine. 

Therefore, wlille I believe Newton 
is to a large extent the sufierer by 
the method of assessments and cer- 
tainly heretofore by the application 
of the monev spent, 1 do not think 
I that this is chargeafde to the methoLl 
of selecting coiuinisisoners and iiuite 
I likely not to the commissioners thein- 
I selves.

Charles River. 

The next chapter in the Charles 
river history is a petition being cir- 
culated in Auburndale to encourage 
the Park Commissioners in their 
stand of enforcing the rules. 

The petition is as follows: 

“We the undersigned residents of 
Auburndale uphold the efforts of the 
Metropolitan Park Commissioners to 
make and enforce such rules as will 
secure order and respectability upon 
the Charles River.”

William H. Cooley, George W. Blod- 
gett, Charles E. Kandlett, William 
H. Blood, Arthur C. Farley, William 
T. Farley, H. G. Hildreth. William 
W. Tyler, G. E. Johnson, Louis A.

The remarks of Judge Luce at Wal- 
tham, ill passing judgment upon the ' 
Charles river misdemeanor case, were 
admirable. The judge said that the 
park commissioners were entitled to 
the gratitude of all just and right- 
minded people for the rules they were 
enforcing, and that the moral atmos- 
phere of the Charles river should be 
made so pure and clean that a man 
aliuuld be able to take his wife and 
children in a boat or canoe without 
seeing objectionable things. This 
svill doubtless be the case hereafter. 
It is notorious that conditions have 
been such tliat many young men have 
felt that they could not take a re- 
spectable young* lady iipiut the river. 
The members of canoe clubs who 
have been protesting against the rules 
evidently permitted their zeal to out- 
run their Lliscretion, for most of them 
are doubtless young men who eoaUl 
not entertain the low opinion of their 
friends of the other sex that objection 
to rciisonable regulations might imply 
As a public resort moral conditions 
on the river are bound to improve, 
not deteriorule. --Boston Transcript.

rVw>% IQE captain, not 111 pleased at 
I £ I this and other luanifcstn* 
lions of hearty spirit which 
had met him on every hand, 
mounted the ladders and resumed Ills 
station on the high poop deck of tbo 
frigate. 

Anything less like a war vessel could 
hardly ho Imnglnod. The Bon Homme 
Richard had been an old fashioned, 
high pooped East Indinmau with n 
towering forecastle. This antiquated 
makeshift, formerly called tbo Due do 
Durns, had been turned over to Joues 
for n ship of war through the grudg- 
ing kindness of I'mnce. It was the 
best ship Franklin and the other com- 
missioners of tlic now American re- 
public conid procure for their greatest 
sea captain. Jones, out of compliment 
to Franklin, outhor of the "Foor Rich- 
ard” papers, hod renamed her. The 
name was the only thing new about 
her. She had boon pierced for thirty- 
six guns, twenty-eight 12 pounders 
on the main deck and eight 9 
pounders on the quarter deck and fore- 
castle. In utter desperation at her 
entire inadequacy, Jones bad recourse 
to the dangerous experiment, not 
often resorted to, of mounting six 
IS pounders in ports pierced for 
them on the berth deck, and of course 
very near the water line. The guns 
were all of an obsolete pattern and 
much worn by use, the 18 pounders 
being especially bad; as dangerous, 
in fact, to frleuds as foes. Bad ns they 
were, they were all he could obtain, 
and, with characteristic determination, 
Jones resolved to moke the best of 
them. 

* The ship herself was so old and rot- 
ten that she was not even fit for an 
ordinary merchant cruise, much less 
preparcKl for the shocks of battle. 
TJbrough an nnfortunate combination 
of circumstances, all of her senior otS- 
cers were absent except Dale, tbe first 
lieutenant, Stacey, the sailing mastei^ 
and Mease, tbe purser. Among that 
ba^f oC l^er crew who were soldiers 
ma*Dy bad scarcely yet acquired their 
*‘6ea legs,” and some of them were 
actually seasick during the battle! Tbo 
Serapls, with which they were about 
to engage and to which they were 
rapidly drawing near, was a brand 
sew, double banked frigote, mounting 
fifty guns on one uncovered and two 
covered decks, twenty 18 pound- 
ers, twenty O's and ten C's. She 
was munu^ by 830 well drilled able 
seamen and commanded by one of the 
best officers In the English navy, who 
was ably seconded by a full quota of 
capable and experienced subordlnq^, 
Pearson had no more doubt "of win- 
ning the victory than be had of the 
rising of the sun next morning. Leav- 
ing one factor out of a comparison of 
the opposing forces, his confidence was 
absolutely warranted. But Jones bad 
no more doubt of winning the victory 
than Pearson bad.

Not wait- 
ing for tho men who came springing up 
on tho quarter dock in obedience to bis 
summons, tho daiintloBs captain seized 
a plko from tho rack and hurled It 
through tho air nt tho leader of the 
Englishmen. Good fortune guided bis 
hand, and tho steel bond of the lanco 
struck fair In the bosom of the soldier. 
The British wavered n moment ns the4r 
officer fell, and .Tones discharged his 
pistols full among them. Then Do 
Chnmillard and those of his marines 
left alive upon the deck, by a well di- 
rected point blank volley, drove back 
the boarding party of the English. 

The tw'o ships were grinding against 
each other, and tho wind on the after- 
sail of the Sompis slowly forced her 
around until she swung parallel to tho 
Richard. The Jib boom snapped oft 
short under the strain and her star- 
board anchor caught in tbo tangled rig- 
ging of the American frigate, and Sta- 
cey, the sailing master, sprang to lasb 
tho ships together. Stacey snatched a 
rope from the raffle on the deck and 
strove to overhaul It. It was tangled 
and he found great difficulty In clear- 
ing It An Impatient man at best, and 
now greatly excited, bo swore roundly 
as he tugged at the vexatious rope- 

“Don't swear, Mr. Stacey," sold 
Jones calmly, coming to his assistance. 
^Tn another moment we may all be In 
eternity, but let us do our duty." 

With his own bands Jones passed the 
lashing. 

On the gun deck below, the batteries 
were being fought fiercely. The two 
ships were lying side by side, one bend- 
ing In, the other out, the bow of one 
by the stem of the other, the storboord 
side of the Serapis closely touching the 
starboard side of tbe Richard. In the 
hope that the Richard would drift clear, 
Captain Pearson now dropped his port 
anchor. In vain! No bulldogs ever 
cluug to foes with more tenacity of 
grip than did those two ships In deadly 
grapple Joined together. Tbe Richard 
and tho Serapis were fast locked for 
good, and tbe two ships swung to tbe 
tidal current, the wind being again 
almost entirely killed. In that position 
they lay for tbe next two hours, or un- 
til tbe battle was over. 

As the Englishman bad not hitherto 
engaged on the starboard side, the port 
shutters had not been opened, and tbe 
close contact of the two ships rendered 
It Impossible to open them then. Tho 
Serapis' men were therefore compelled 
to Arc through them, blowing off tbe 
port lids. It was necessary for the 
men on both ships to extend the long 
bandies of tbe rammers and sponges of 
the guns through tbe ports into the 
other ship In order to properly load 
their own cannon. Bodinage of a char- 
acter easily to be Imagined passed back 
and forth between tho two crews, 
though nothing Interrupted the steady 
and persistent discharge of tbe bat- 
teries. Tbe battle below was literally 
a hand to band conflict with great 
guns, all tbo advantages In number and 
size being with the English. 

At this Juncture a new note was add- 
ed to tbo conflict. Jones, whose eyes 
were everywhere In the battle, ob- 
served a black shadow come darting 
athwart the two fighting ships, shut- 
ting oS tbe moonlight. It was the Al- 
liance. 

“Ah," he said to himself, “Lnndals 
has seen the folly of his disobedience 
and bns come to our assistance." 

As tbe American ship, with her 
French cnptoln ond half English crew, 
loomed up between him and tho bright 
moon be thought of course that she 
would range down upon tho unengaged 
side of tho Sernpis and with a few 
broadsides compel her to strike at 
once.

Jones was well nigh petrified with 
astonishment when at short range tho 
Alliance poured In n niklng broad- 
aide, of which the Richard received tho 
brunt though It was apparently dis- 
charged Impartially at tho two ships. 
As Londnis drew past the stern tho 
helm of the Alliance was shifted. She 
swnng paiullel to tho Richard, poured 
in another broadside, circled the Rich- 
ard fonvard and raked her again! The 
last discharge was a frightful one. The 
shot at close range swept the crowded 
docks of tho American ship, which 
seemed actually to quiver nud flinch 
at this treacherous blow. This broad- 
side did much damage, killing and 
wounding many on tbo forecastle, 
among them Midshipman Caswell, mor- 
tally. Shrieks, groans and cries of 
startled surprise and dismay rose with 
Increuslug volume from tho- ship. 

“Tho Alliance, the AlUauoo"— 

“Wo uro betrayed! Wo are betray- 
ed!" I 

“Tbe Euglish have got »tho ship!" 
camo from oveiy side in wild confu- 
sion. 

“This is the Richard!", shouted Jones 
at tho top of his volcu at tho first fire. 
“Hold your firel Show tlio private sig- 
nals theri«l" ho cried hastily to the 
faithful Brooks; but the Alllanco paid 
ou attention to these and other warn- 
ing cries. As tho three broadsldus 
wore <)ullvered by the American frig- 
ate tho men in tUelr perfectly uxcusa- 
ble terror at this treiu-horous blow in 
the buck actually l)egaii to break from 
their* quarituK and . leavu tlio guus. 
That was never to bo thought of un- 
der any cUcuiustuuces. 

“Back!" shouted Jouos promptly., 


yAv oB&rC^ every moth- 
er's son of youf Bhoot tbo first mnn 
that flinchcf from tho gunsT' Dnio 
and Do Welbcrt and (ho midshipman 
gnilontly seconded his orders, and tbe 
Alliance, sailing nwny fowarvl the Pal- 
las and delivering no more shot upon 
them, tho conflict was rcsumccL That 
tbo moil could I»g got to the guns nguln 
after this frightfully unsettling at- 
tack was a supreme testimony to tbe 
quality of their officers and to tbcfr 
own as wiell. 

Indeed, upon tbe part of (ho Sernpis 
tho battle had never been intermitted. 
The 18 pounders of her moln battery 
bad simply sllcncod and dismounted, 
knocked to pieces and put out of action 
nearly nil tho 12 pounders on the mnin 
deck of the Richard. Tbo starboard 
side of tbo American bad been benten 
la and tho port side beaten out by 
tho heavy fire at closo range until the 
British were literally firing through 
a hole, tho shot hurtling through the 
air and falling harmlessly In tbe wa- 
ter far on tho farther side. Tbe un- 
do^lnnlng of tho upper decks of the 
ship was of course nearly knocked to 
pieces. W'hy the decks did not fall 
Id and tho whole thing collapse was a 
mystery. 

There had been no fighting at all 
on tho berth deck since tbe bursting of 
tho threo guns, but poor little Payne 
had bung grimly to bis post One by 
one tho men of the guarding squad 
had been picked off by stray shots 
until there was none loft but he and 
tbe master at arms.

Ho never finished bis words. A grape- 
shot. struck him folr in the forehead. 
The muster at arms tore open the 
hutch cover. 

“Oji dock!" he cried. “The ship is , 
sinking!" |

Rules aod Regulations for the Oov* 
eminent and Use of the Charles 
River Reservation. 


Rlm.e I. No person shall enter or leave the 
Reservation except at the regular rleslgnated 
entraiices. 

Rfr.K 2. Noperson shall dig up. eut. break 
remove. flefnce.tJeflif. or Ill-use any biillfling. 
structure, fence, sign. bush, plant, turf. rfxTt 
orolber tiling Jiercin. l)elonglng (o the Com- 
mcmwt aliji. or have possession of any part 
thereof; but this rale flluill not prohibit the 
picking of wild flowers and edible (terries in 
reasonable qnnntltles for personal use. 

Rl'i.e 3. No person shall throw ony stone 
or other missile; or have p<tBses8lon of or 
discharge any destructive weapon, firearm. 
(Irecrncker. torpedo or firework: or make a 
fire: or throw or place upon the ground a 
lighted match, cigar or other burning sub- 
stance: or post, paint, affix or display any 
sign, notice, placard or advertising device: 
or. except whb written authority from salrf 
-Metropolitan Park Commission, engage In 
business, sell, or expose for sale, or give 
away ony gornls. wares, or circulars; or set a 
trap or snnre; or Injure or have possession of 
any wild animal or bird: or Injure or disturb 
any bird a nest oregg.s; or drop or place ond 
suffer to remain any piece of paper or other 
refuse, except In the receptacles designated 
therefor. 

ItCLE 4. No person .shall solicit the ac- 
quaintance of or annoy another person: or 
utter any profane, threatening, abusive or 
Indecent language or loud f-utciT;lor BOllcIt 
any subscription or contribution; or have 
iwssesslon of or drink any intoxicating 
liquor: or play any game of chance: or have 
possession of any Instrument of gambling: 
or do any obscene or indecent act; or 
proacli: or pray alond: nr make an oration 
or harangue, or any political or other can- 
vass: or display 0 flag or banner: or move In 
a military or civic parade, drill or proces- 
sion; or lie down upon a bench or go to sleep 
thereon or play any musical Instrument ex- 
cept by written authority from said .Metro- 
politan Park Commission. 

Rule 5. No person shall bathe except In a 
proper costume and at places desighated 
therefor, or loiter or run about or lie upon 
the beach or shore In bathing costume. 

Rule 6, Nonerson shall ride or drive an 
animal or vehicle except upon the drive- 
ways, or upon other than tbe right band aide 
of the rood except when passing another onl- 
mal or vehicle, or past an animal or vehicle 
except to tbe left thereof, or across o road 
unless the right of way Is given to all other 
animals or vehicles, or by the side of ntore 
than one vehicle: or ride a cycle past an ani- 
mal or vehicle going In the same direction 
without sounding a bell; or bitch a horse or 
other anjmallto a fence, tree, bush or shrub. 

Rule i. No person shall ride or drive an 
animal not well broken and under proper 
control; or ride or drive an animal or vehicle 
faster than ten miles an hour or coast with a 
cycle or sled down any hill. 

Role 8. No person In charge of any ani- 
mal, other than a dog. shall allow it to go 
upon the Reservation unless such animal be 
used for pleasure travel on a way or place 
provided therefor. 

Rule 9. No person shall have or allow a 
vehicle for carrying merchandise, or a ve- 
hicle In use for carrying merchandise or 
articles other than the equipments proper 
for a pleasure vehicle.lor a hearse, or any 
vehicle |ln a funeral procession, except upon 
a traffic road.or;to gain access by the short- 
est wayjfrom the nearest street to thelfront 
entrance of a bouse facing on tbe Reserva- 
tion. 

Rule 10. No person shall stop an animal 
or vehicle so as to obstruct a parkway, 
boundary road or driveway, or a sidewalk or 
crossing thereof, or so as to prevent the pass- 
ing of other vehicles, or otherwise than 
lengthwise with a parkway, boundary road 
or driveway and close to the sidewalk 
thereof. 

Rule 11. No person having charge of an 
animal or vehicle shall neglect or refuse to 
stop, place, change the position of or move 
said animal or vehicle as directed by a police 
ofiicer. 

Rule 12. No person having charge of an 
animal shall allow tbessme to stand without 
some proper person to cake charge of tbe 
same, except that an animal hitched to a 
place provided therefor, or to a weight of not 
less than twenty pounds, may be allowed to 
stand unattended for not more than five 
minutes. 

Ki le 13. No person shall refuse or neglect 
to obey any reasonable direction of s police 
olHcer. 

Any person violating any one of the above 
rules Is liable to a fine of twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Tbe reservations, parkways and roads un- 
der the control of the Metropolitan Park 
Commission are public property and it Is 
the duty of every person to see that the 
above rules are observed, and to call the at- 
tention of the police to any violation thereof.

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: Death of Dr. Hovey. 


The Rev. Alvah Hovey, D. D., one 
of the best known Baptist clergymen 
in the country and for many years 
the president of the Newton Theologi- 
cal Institution (Baptist,) died last 
Sunday evening at his home on 
Sumner street, Newton Centre. 

Early in the summer Dr. Hovey 
had a paralytic shock, and since then 
had been in failing health. His 
death, which occurred about 7 o’clock, 
had been expected for the past two 
weeks. 

Shortly after the venerable clergy- 
man had passed away, a message 
was sent to the First Baptist church, 
where an evening meeting was in 
progress, and read from the pulpit by 
the pastor. The news caused sorrow 
over the congregation. 

Dr. Hovey was a native of Breen, 
N. y., where he was born on March 
15, 1820. He was one of eight chil- 
dren, the youngest of whom is now 
about 70 and the oldest about 87 years 
ohd. 

His earliest years were passed in 
Vermont. He entered Dartmouth Col- 
lege in 1839, and was graduated with 
,the class of 1844. He obtained his 
theological instruction in the school 
at Newton Centre, for which he was 
destined later to be so many years its 
head. Dr. Sears and Dr. Hackett, two 
widely known theologians, were his 
teachers. Upon graduation he received 
a call to the Baptist church in New 
Gloucester, Me., where he preached a 
3'ear, but refused a settlement, owing 
to a previous call from his alma 
jnater. 

The first chair occupied by the 
young professor was that of church 
history, svhich he held until 1855, 
when he was transferred to the chair 
ot theology. For 46 consecutive years 
lie gave instruction in that branch. 
Ill 1868 he was elected president of 
the institution and occupied that po- 
sition unil June 1, 1900, when he re- 
tired on account of ill-health. Up to 
this year, however, he remained as- 
sociated with the faculty, occupying 
the chair of general introductions and 
apologetics. 

He was succeeded as president by 
the Rev. Nathan E. Wood, the present 
head of the institution, who returned 
but a few days ago from a summer 
vacation trip through Europe. 

Dr. Hovey was a trustee of Worces- 
ter Academy and Brown University, 
vice-president and trustee of Welles- 
ley College, a corporate member of 
the General Theological Library of 
Boston, a member of the board of 
managers of the American Tract So- 
ciety, a member of Victory Institute 
of Loudon, trustee of the New Eng- 
land Conservatory of Music, member 
of the Theological Club “C. C.,” 
honorary member of the Boston Social 
Union, member of the Harvard Bib- 
lical Club, the Theological Circle and 
the Neiglibors of Newton Centre. 

He is survived by his wife, who 
was Miss Augusta Maria Rice of 
Newton Centre, and four children, 
Prof. George K. Hovey, Fred H. Hovey, 
Helen A., wife of W. B. Parshlcy 
of Yokohama. Japan, and Hattie 1,., 
wife of the Rev. John R. Gow of 
SomeFvilie.

Death ot nr$ Keodai 
Mrs. Samuel \V. Kendal, a former 
well known resident of this city and 
mother of Mr. Henry \V. Kendal of 
Park street, died last Saturday at her 
home in Chelsea, aged 85 years.

Kendal’s maiden name was Jane 
Elizabeth Brigham, and she was the 
seventh iu line from the first Thomas 
Brigham, who came to America In 
1636 and settled in W'atertown. Her 
father was born in Marlboro in 1771, 
and commanded a regiment in the ' 
war of 1812.

William Brigham, who commanded a 
company of Minute Men at the battle 
ot Bunker Hill.

There has been little change in the 
monetary situation. The surplus re- 
serves of the New York bank are 
still about twice as large as at this 
time a year ago. The long period of 
liquidation has released millions of 
money all over the country, and the 
West has not yet begun to call upon 
the East for cash. Confidence has 
been greatly strengthened by the ex- 
traodinary offer of Sec. Shaw to de- 
posit $40,000,000 with the depository 
banks in case of stringency. The 
crop movement usually ret|uires no 
more than this amount. The offer 
has had a good effect upon sentiment, 
and the banks have shown greater lib 
erahty in making mercantile loans. 
The advance in the Bank of England 
rate comes a little earlier than usual 
this year, but it will not check gold 
imports. Thent is every likelihood 
that there will be no Hurry in the 
market this fall.

rUl.MARY ELECTIONS. 

One of the most serious quentlons to be 
settled at the approaching state election is 
that of the acceptance or rejectanee of the 
primary election which will be submitted 
to the voters at that time. 

This law, In brief, contemplates that 
caucuses of all political parties shall here- 
after be held at the same time, in the same 
place nud shall be conducted in this same 
manner ns regular elections. 

It will be remembered that at prenent. 
each party calls its own caucuses at a time 
determined by Its state committee, and 
that the city then pruviiles a place and the 
parnpheualla necessary for the occasion. 
Each party provides its own caucus odl- 
cers, and makes Its own returns to the 
proper state or city orticial. A lack of 
system, generally characterizes the present 
returns and when party contests are 
fouglit out at the caucus, there is usually 
comidaint of unfair dealing, fraud and re- 
peating. Another serious evil is the par- 
ticipation in one caucus by a voter wlio 
usuiilly sides with another political party. 

The |>rlmary election law, if adopted, 
will prevent all of these evils. The 
regular election odlctirs will be in 
charge, and u voter, u.tur giving bis name, 
will ask for the ticket of the particular 
party, in whose caucus he desires to partic- 
ipate. A note of the party so selected will 
be placed beside his name ou the check 
list, and at future caucuses he will be un- 
able to obtain any other party ballot, for a 
stated time, e.vcept through considerable 
red tape. 

The now law therefor provides a simple 
and practical scheme of party euroliueut 
in addition to its other good features. 

The need of primary elections is not so 
pressing In this city as it is in other places, 
but its desirability is so marked that it 
should be heartiiy adopted next Novem- 
ber. 

Combined with the scheme of direct 
Dominations, it presents a system which 
will largely eliminate present political 
rings and eliqnes.nnd give to the individu- 
al voter that power and iutiuence which is 
the theory but not the practise of our 
government. 

The death of Dr. Hovey will cause more 
than local sorrow as be was known nud 
respected In the entire Bai)tist denomina- 
tion as one of its lenders in thought nud 
influence. To the thousands of young 
men who have been under Ins teaching, iie 
was almost a father and their sorrow is 
deep and keen, Asa neighbor and friend, 
Dr. Hovey was sincerely loved and re- 
spected and his death Is a personal be- 
reavement to the entire cummunity.

Death of Mr. Barnes 
News tias been received in Newton 
of the sudden death about August 20 
of Charles A. Barnes, a son of Mrs, 
Lydia J. and the late Francis G. 
Barnes, of this citv, near Lincoln, 
Cal. Further than that the body was 
found badly mangled on a railroad 
track, none of the details are yet 
known. 

Mr. Barnes, who is a brother of 
Edward F. Barnes, a real estate 
dealer, was a native of Waltham, 
and was about 42 years old. When 
he was a young boy, the family' re- 
moved to Newton, where he was edu- 
cated. 

About 20 years ago he left Newton 
for the west, and Hnally entered tne 
employ of the Northern Pacific rail- 
road as assistant freight agent at 
Tacoma Wash. After 10 years of ser- 
vice, he gave up the position to be- 
come purser of the steamer Yoko- 
hama, running between Tacoma, 
Honolulu, Hongkong and Yokohama. ^ 
Japan. Three years later he went i 
south and entered the employ of the 
Central Georgia railroad as assistant 
freight agent at Savannah, Ga. He 
remained with the road until the 
breaking out of the Spaiiish-Aineri- 
can war when he enlisted in com- 
pany B, 2 Georgia volunteers. He 
was appointed Ist sergeant, and 
served with the company until the 
end of the war. On being mustered 
out he returned to the west and in- 
terested himself in mining. During 
these years he had several times 
visited his relatives in Newton. 
About three weeka ago a letter was 
received from him, dated at Kuseville. 
Cal., saying lie intended to leave fur 
the northern part of the stut« to in- 
spect some mining properties. That 
was the last heard from him up to 
the notice of his death. * ^

Mr. Otis Pettee, a life long relsdent 
of this place died suddenly at the 
residence of his son.

Mr. Pettee received his education 
in the Newton schools and then en- 
tered the machine works with his 


father and became interested in the 
inaTUitactiire of cotton and cotton ma- 
chinery, continuing in business un- 
til 1881. Mr. Pettee has had a long 
and distinguished service in the town 
and city government, having been a 
selectman in 1857, 1858, 1870, 1871, 

1872 anl 1873 and its chairman for the 
two later years, and assessor in 1862. 
1863 and 1864, town auditor in 1866, 
1867, 1868 and 1869, an alderman in 

1874, 1875. 1877, 1878 and 1879 and 
president of that body in 1874 and 

1875. He has also served for seven 
years on the board of health and its 

' chairman the greater part of the time, 

I three years as an assistant assessor, 
as a trustee of the Newion Cemetery 
I since 1864 and twentv-two years as its 
* treasurer, and has been a trustee of 
1 the Newton Hospital since its orgati-

Death of John McAdams 

“I’ve a dead man in my hack,’’ 
was the announcement made bv John 
Casey, a Brookline driver, Tuesday 
afternoon, as he rushed into Station 
3, Newton.

Dr. Hovey's Funeral. 

Simple, yet impressive, were the 
funeral services of the Rev. Alvah 
Hovey. D. D. LL. D, held ‘Wednes- 
day afternoon in the First Baptist 
church of Newton Centre. 

Among those present were repre- 
sentatives of the Women’s Baptist 
Foreign Missionary Society, the Gen- 
eral Theological Library of Bostou, 
trustees of Brown University, trus- 
tees and directors of the N. E. Con- 
servatory of Music, the Victory In- 
stitute of London, Eng., Harvard 
Biblical Club, Theological Club of 
Boston, the Neighbors of Newton 
Centre and other theological and so- 
cial bodies. 

The Baptist Theological Institu- 
tion of Newton Centre was repre- 
sented by its faculty and students in 
a body. 

The plain. broadcloth covered 
coffin was nearly hidden by a pro- 
fusion of floral tributes from the 
family of Dr. Hovey and the various 
organizations witli which he had 
been connected.

Interment was at the Hovey famih' 
lot in the Newton cemetery.

Square or spntulntetl fingers In the 
•clenre of palmistry denote the phllo- 
•ophleal nnd practiral tetnpemment, 
taper fingers signify an artistic tem- 
perament nnd very pointed digits are 
a sure sign of the dreamy, psychical 
nature. Much Is lenmetl by the general 
quality and configuration of the lines 
which cross the latter. The life line 
running around the base of the thumb 
denotes long or short life, good or 111 
health, according ns It Is long or short, 
clear and unbroken or otherwise. The 
heart line, running across the palm 
nearest the base of the fingers, sig- 
nifies the qtinlUy of the possessor’s 
emotional nature, also the kind of love 
she will give and receive. This will be 
enduring or teroporar>’ according to 
whether the line be long nnd clear, 
forked or crossed nnd chained.

M N spar deck things bnd 

gone liottor. Though Do 
Clinmlllard and Ida tunrinoa 
had been driven from the 
poop by the fire of the English, the 
men in the tops had more than ovoneil 
that reverse.

Ing of the quarter deck guns, wblcb 
wore without on officer since Meuse, 
who had been fighting heroically, hud 
been severely wounded, of course heurd 
the noise, and. turuiug about, saw the 
gunner running for the dag. Fortu- 
nately the ting had been shot away, 
and us the guuuor was seeking It, fum- 
bling over the halyards In the dark- 
ness. I'eurson, hearing the cries, called 
out again: 

“Do you ask for quurterV” 

Jones had taken two long steps across 
the deck to the side of the gunner.

Tho English ship Is 
going!" 

It was unpamllcled nssnrnnce. but It 
won. Tho two otUcora actually suc- 
coedod in forcing the English prisoners 
to man tho pumps, wbero they worked 
with a frantic oiicrg)’ liorn of their per- 
sistent daze of terror. This left tho 
regular crew of the ship free to fight 
tho fires and to do what they could 
with tho remaining guns. As Jones 
sprang back to the quarter deck, tho 
suri:f>on. covered with blood and ap- 
palled at tbo carnage, came running 
toward liim, crying: 

"The ship Is sinking, sir! Tho cock- 
pit Is under wator! I hove no place 
to stow tho wounded. Wo must sur- 
render!” 

"Strike! Strike!” cried Do Chamll- 
lard, who wus wounded. “Wo can do 
no more!” 

“What, gentlemen, ’’ cried Jones, 
“would you have me strike to a drop 
of water and a hit of fire? Up, Do 
Chamlllard! Here, doctor, help me get 
lids gun over.” 

The surgeon hesitated, looked around 
again, and. not. liking the appenrance 
of things about "Idui, turned and ran 
below. Not to his sbitlon, for that 
was under water. Ills mates had been 
killed. lie wandered up and down 
the decks, doing what bo could— which 
was but little— for tlie woundetl whore 
they lay. Assisted by two or three of 
tbe seamen, w4h bis own hands Jones 
dragged ono of tbe 0 pounders , from 
the disengaged side of the deck across 
to the storlmard side to take the place 
of a dismounted one: and. while tbe 
heavy battery of tbe Serapis continued 
its unavailing fire below, these three 
small guns under his personal dlrec- 
tiou concentnUed their fire upon the 
mainmast of the Surapls. 

The fortuitous position of the Amer- 
icans In the enemy’s tops enabled them 
to pour a perfect rain of small arm fire 
upon the spur deck of tho Serapis 
with little possibility of effective re- 
turn. Mon aftor man was shot down 
by tbe side of tbe Intrepid Pearson, 
who, whatever bis other lack of qual- 
ifications. showed that ho possessed 
magnificent personal courage, until be 
rctuolned practically alone upon tbo 
deck— alone and us yet undaunted. 

It Is Impossible to describe tbe scene. 
It Is not within the power of words to 
portray the situation, after over two 
liours of the most friglitful find deter- 
mined combat. No two ships were 
ever In such condition. No hattlo that 
was ever fought wus like It. The 
decks wore covered with dead and dy- 
ing. Bands of men in different direc- 
tions were fighting tho fires. The smoke 
ip lowering clouds Iiung heavily over 
the ships, for the wind bad died and 
there wus scarcely enough to blow it 
uway. Tbe pale moonlight mingled 
with the rod glare from the fiamca 
and threw an added touch of lurid 
gbustlluess trembling over tbe smoke 
wrapt sea. From below came the 
steady roar of tbe Sernpla' guns, from 
above the continuous cracking of tho 
Richard's small arms.

Junes.

titles of band grenades, a 
Kmull, highly coailjustlblo and explo- 
sive shell aliout the size of u largo 
apple, had been placed in the tops. 
After tho battle lu midair hy wlilcli 
the Ainericuns had gained possession 
)u< shouted out that they be used fii 


grenades out on tho estromo end of the 
main ynniarm. Wrni plng hla logs 
around the yard, he sat down, and, 
loaning ngnlnat tho lift, rtollhorately 
threw his hoinhs!iells. one by .0:10, 
down tho open main hatchway of iho 
Sorapts. Tho powder boys of the lat- 
ter ship had boon brln;ilng c!:argep of 
powder for tho various guns <rom t!io 
magazine, and. ns many of the guns 
had been put out of action by the 
American fire, tho supply had been 
greater than tbo demand. A largo pile 
had boon carelessly allowed to noon- 
niulate upon the dock. Ono of tho 
grenades caromed n,galnst (ho hnfeb 
combing and fell luto tbo center of 
the charges. 

There was n detnn.atin':! crash, sc 
loud. 30 terrific, that It actually soemeil 
to blow even tlie roar of the battle Intc 
eternity. Twenty or thirty men were 
killed or badly wounded, many of 
them torn to atoms, by tlio explosion, 
aud tbe rest of tbe uieu ou tbe Eugllsb- 








Pearson u'ds standltiu aioac as (/ dazed, 
man’s deck were dazed and driven from 
tbelr stations by tbe concussion. Tlio 
clothes of many were actually ripped 
from tbelr bodies, so that they stood 
naked and wnnderliig, though they 
wore otborwlso uuliurt. A long mo- 
ment of ghastly silence succeeded this 
accident on tbe Serupls. Men eveiy- 
whore paused with bated breath to 
wait tho isauo. The Serupls. dragging 
the Richard, reeled and rockud under 
tbe shock. It was a last catastrophe 
which broke tbe strength of Pearson’s 
endurance and ended bis resistance, 
lie could fight no more. Was it the 
devil himself who commanded tbe oth- 
er ship? Tho English captain sprang 
aft to the mizzenmast. A great Eng- 
lish standard had been nulled to tho 
timber of tbo spar. With his own 
hands he tore It down. The battle was 
over! At the same moment tbe main- 
mast of the Serapis, undermined and 
eaten uway In its lioort by (he gnawing 
attack of the quarter dock guns of the 
Richard, camo crushing down, a hope- 
less nilu. carrying some of the Amer- 
icans Into eternity as It fell. 

"'rbey have struck their fiagl" cried 
Jones, who bod sprung upou the rail 
at the moment of the explosion and 
had wltucsscd Peoraon’s action.

The ship is 
ours!” ran from man to man among 
the Americans.

Tbe midshipman had been wounded, 
but still kept his station. 

As Eiale came running toward bis 
captain Jones cried:

A 
few moments before an Engllsli ship 
captain among tbe prisoners had suc- 
ceeded In escaping tbrougji tbe rents In 
the shuttered sides of tho two ships 
and hud told the plight of the Richard 
to the first lieutcMiant of the Serapis. 
With this Itifonnution tlio men on the 
gun deck had been rallied and, led by 
their olUcors, hud returned to tUeIr 
(quarters and resumed tbo battle. Tliey, 
too, were heroes. Mayraut, who ran 
uft from the forecastle as he saw 
I’earsou strike his fiag. Jutuped on the 
rail by .loncs’ onlnrs and followed Dale 
U[>on the d<>ck of tlw English ship. 
.Such was the confusion of the moment 
that as .Mayrant leaped on the deck ho 
was uctnally run (lirougli the thigh by 
a pike in the band of a wounded Brit- 
ish sailor. I’earson was stamling alone 
as if dazed, on the quarter deck of I 
his ship, holding one clinched liund 
against his breast, with the other 
gras]>iiig his trailing fiag. In his face 
was that look of defimt and despair 
which is (he saddest aspect of bailleti. 
ImpoR'iit humanity. 

"Have you struck, sir?" cried Dale, 
stn[)[)lng before (ho English captain. 

"Yes." was the grim reply. His voice 
was a hi'uUen whisper ludlcutlng in the 
t(iiu‘H Ids mental agony.

“Struck! This ship! Your prisoner!”

Dale. The man hesitated. 

"Disarm bliu!” cried tbe Amoricnti. 
Two or three of tbe bonnllng parties 
closed around them. 

“Sir,” asked tho lieutenant, turning 
to his captain, “Is It true that wo have 
struck ?” 

“Yes, sir.” answered Pcaraon hoarse- 
ly. 

“My God!” cried Pascoe. There was 
a momentary alienee. 

“I have nothing more to say, sir,” 
ho added. “1 will go below and call 
off the men,” said the lleutonnut. turn- 
ing away. 

"No. sir!” interrupted Dale. “Yon 
will accompany your captain on board 
our ship at once. Pass the word to 
cease firing. The ship has struck.” 

As tho English captain and bis first 
lieutenant steptuHl over tbe rail upon 
tbo high poop of the Richard the roar 
of the guns died away, this time for 
good. Seizing a dangling rope, they 
swung themselves Inboard aud found 
themselves face to face with a little 
man in a tattered unlfortn, bntless, 
covered with dust and smoke, powder 
stained and grimy with the soil of the 
liattle. Blond spattering from n wound 
In his forehead had coagulated upon 
his cheek, lie was a hideous looking 
spectacle. Tbe rod fire light played lu- 
ridly upou him. Nothing but the pierc- 
ing black eyes which burned and 
gleamed out of his face in the dark- 
ness bos!)oke tbe high humanity of 
tbo man.

“Captain John Paul Jones, at your 
service, gentlemen.” 

“My sword.” said Pearson, tendering 
It to him formally.

"Sir,” said Jones, with a magna- 
nimity as great as bis valor, "you 
have fought like o hero, and I make no 
doubt that your sovereign will reward 
you In tbe most ample manner.

Tbe two ships were now cut adrift. 
Dale remaining on tbe Serapis to take 
command. He bad sat down a moment 
for rest, aud as be attempted to rise 
to bis feet lie foil to tbe deck, dis- 
covering only In that way that be had 
been severely wounded. 

By the most heroic efforts of tbe 
prize crew on the Serapis and tho re- 
maining men on the Richard tbe Eng- 
lish prisoners were driven back Into the 
bold, tbe fiames subdued and some sem- 
blance of order restored. Cottlnoau bad 
captured tbo Scarborough aftor un hour 
of good hard fighting, nod tbe vlctorj* 
was entirely with tbo Americans. But 
it had boon purchased at a fearful cost. 
There Is no battle on laud or sea In tbe 
world’s history where tbo percentage 
of loss was greater than tbe battle 
between tho Serapis and tbe Richard. 

About 70 per cent on the Serapis and 
over GO per cent on tho Richard bad 
been billed or wounded, and the Boa 
Homme Richard was in a sinking con- 
dition. She bad been literally beaten 
to pieces. It was not safe to remain 
upon her decks. Consequently the 
prisoners and tbe wounded, groaning 
and crying in anguish, were removed 
to the Serupls. In tbe early morniug 
of the day following, tho brave ship 
which bad earned undying immortality 
in her worno.ut old age, because for 
three brief hours John Paul Jones and 
his men bad battled upon her decks, 
sank forever beneath tbo sea. 

The refitting of the prizes for the 
returning voyage was at once begun. 
To anticipate events, It Is recorded 
that Coptuln Laudals, tbo Jealous and 
false hearted b^cnebman who had so 
treacherously mnneurcred the Alliance, 
was subsequently court martialcd and 
dismissed from tho service.

: melons,— roguishly, most like;— our 
' boys are all right!” 

dur Newton boys, and girls too, for 
that matter, are not all right, or any- 
thing less than downright thieves, 
and some of them thus purloin garden, 
and orchard properties, summer after 
summer. All over our city too ! The 
plague is wide spread ; for we fear 
complaint in every direction. Even 
into conservatories go the thieves, as 
one gentleman found today rich clus- 
ters of Muscats and Black Hamburgs 
thus bespoiled. 

Why should a thief arrested for 
melon or grape stealing not be pun- 
ished as severely as for taking silver 
spoons or running off with a bicycle? 
Why should Judges, Police, parents, 
teachers, and preachers of ethics too, 
wink at or treat fruit thieves any 
more lightly than money thieves? 

“Thou shalt not steal” would seem 
to apply quite as exactly to cherries 
and pears and apples, as to a dollar 
bill or check. 

Can no effort, united if possibleghelp 
to create a right sentiment in the 
community, as to this matter? Where 
are consciences? — asleep in the hold 
with Jonah, or needing to be pitched 
overboard f(Ar the big whale of public 
opinion to carry back to Nineveh, and 
duty, once again? Garden City. 

Police Paragraphs. 

The troubles of the West Newton 
Baptist (colored) church were brought 
before Judge Kennedy yesterday 
morning in the complaint of Jennie 
Jackson of an assault alleged to have 
been committed by John H. Moore. 

Jennie said that the trouble began 
Sunday afternoon when the selection 
of a person to pay the landlord for 
the use of a building for a mission 
service was being considered. She 
had objected to Moore as a proper 
person for that service. On Sunday 
night she had met Moore in Simms 
Court and he had grabbed her by the 
neck and then by the throat and 
struck her five or six severe blows on 
the face. She called for help and 
then “chased” after an officer. She 
also claimed to have been assaulted 
by J. W. A. Shaw on Sunday after- 
noon, when coming from church. 

John Bland said he did not see the 
assault but said the Jackson woman 
had asked him to get her hat for her 
after she had left Moore. 

John H. Moore said he had asked 
Jennie on Sunday night wh^' she had 
insulted him about the money during 
the afternoon, and she had ' replied 
that she didn’t want anything to do 
with him and had knocked his hat off 
Moore was rather vague as to what 
haupened after that but admitted that 
the womans hat as well as his own 
was on the ground, saying that if he 
struck her he did not know it. Moore 
had been in court before for biting a 
man in the nose, and the Jackson 
woman when recalled said Moore had 
scared her by snapping his teeth in 
her face. 

J. W. A. Shaw said that the Jack- 
son woman hud slapped him three 
times in the face Sunday afternoon 
and claimed there was a conspiracy 
in the church which was behind the 
matter. 

Judge Kennedy refused to go into 
the church affair advised the church 
members present to settle their own 
affairs without coming into cou/t and 
discharged Moore.

Upon an almost perfect afternoon 
In the summer season, with condi- 
tions most favorable, the corner stone 
of the new First church of Newton, 
on Centre street, Newton Centre, was 
laid Wednesday, there being a large 
and fashionable gathering present. 

Rev. George T. Smart, D, D., pas- 
tor of the Congregational church, 
Newton Hightlands, opened the pro- 
gram with invocation, followed by a 
psalm, in which Rev. Charles M. 
Southgate, pastor of the Congrega- 
tional church, Auburtidale, led. Rev. 
James L. Barton, D. D., secretary of 
the A. B. C. F. M., read the script- 
ure. Charles E. Kelsey, chairman of 
the building committee, delivered the 
address. He outlined the work of the 
committee, and said; 

“The first subscription for the new 
church was from Dr. Furber for $10,- 
000. This subscription has been the 
largest single subscription received. 
It is the confident belief of your com- 
mittee that the $7500 required will be 
forthcoming. In laying this corner stone 
a new and larger responsibility rests 
upon all those engaged in the work 
of this church for a larger life of use- 
fulness. The First church of Newton 
has raised up men who have been an 
inspiration to the world — men who by 
their quiet, simple Christian lives 
have been striking examples of the 
faith in them; sucli men this church 
has raised and such men and better 
she must nurture as the years go on. 

“Next July the First church of 
Newton will be two hundred and forty 
years old. On that birthday we should 
have a completed church building. 

During this year of our endeavor 
and all the years to come, let us be a 
church two hundred and forty years 
old, and two hundred and forty years 
young.” 

Greetings from the city government 
were given by Eiidicott P. Salton- 
stall, vice president of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Rev. Edward T. Sullivan, rector 
of Trinity F. S. church, was next 
introduced. He extended greetings 
of all other churches in the city of 
Newton. . With a short introduction, 
in which he gave the history of the 
custom,of placing a sealed box In the 
corner of public buildings, Mr. Wil- 
liam E. Shedd, chairman of the pru- 
dential committee, placed one within 
the stone. 

'fhe corner-stone was laid by the 
pastor, the chairman of the building 
committee and the representative of 
the city, each using the trowel. The 
pastor, the Rev. Edward McArthur 
Noyes, then gave an address and led 
in the prayer of dedication. 

A hymn, conducted by Rev. Henry 
E Oxnard, pastor of the North Con- 
gregational church, Newton, followed. 
The exercises closed with a benedic- 
tion by Rev. Henry J. Patrick, pas- 
tor emeritus of the West Newton 
church. At 5.37 o’clock the heavy 
block of granite was lowered on the 
copper box, hiding it from view. 

The new church will be the sixth 
constructed for the use of the society, 
and the fourtli on the present site. 

These first three meeting houses 
were all built by the town, the tax 
being voted in town meeting, and 
the first four ministers were elected 
by the same popular assembly. Church 
, and town were practically identical 
I only communicants being allowed to 
I vote, and every citizen’s tax iticlud- 
' ing a sum for the support of public 
I worship. For 114 years this was the 
only church in Newton, the division 
of the town into two parishes coming 
in 1778, 

There have been but ten pastors in 
these *240 years, tsvo of them, Dr. 
Homer and Dr. Furber, serving the 
church for more than fifty years 
each. The present pastor. Rev. Ed- 
ward McArthur Noyes, is completing 
the ninth year of his ministry with 
this church, which has 510 members. 

In our next issue we shall give a 
detailed account of the new building.

minutes. 

Rule Ti. No person shall refuse or neglect 
to obey any reasonable direction of a police 
officer. 

Any person violating any one of the above 
rules is liable to a fine of twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

The reservations, parkways and roads un- 
der the control of cue Metropolitan Park 
Commission are public property and it is 
the duty of every person to see that the 
above rules are observed, ami to call the at- 
centluiiof the police to any violation thereof.

Frederick W. Atkinson of the Newton 
schools, Alderman Charles A. Brown, 
Isaac T. Burr, the Rev. Charles M. 
Southgate, Abbot Bassett of the 
school committee and others. 

Previous to the formal opening, 
which was at 3:30 o'clock, the guests 
inspected the new building. 

Mr. W. A. Knowlton, of the School 
board opened the exercises by intro-

Mayor Weeks said in part: There! 
is but one voice in Newton in regard i 
to the support to be given the schools, 
and that is that they should be liber- 
ally maintained and that permanent 
plants shall be as thoroughly built 
and equipped as far as modern con- 
ditions permit. The mayor empha- 
sized the large amount expended upon 
new school buildings during the past 
ten years, and believed the city had 
nearly satisfied present necessities. 

Comparing modern conditions with 
those of his boyhood da^’s the mayor 
said we certainly should feel grateful 
that we live in a community which 
not only supplies the material for 
good work but also provide cultivated 
men and women as instructors, those 
who are making the proper training 
of children their life work and study. 

Gov. Bates referred to Mr. John O. 
Godfrey, principal of the Williams 
public school at Auburndale, who 
died last July. He lived in East 
Boston, and was a great friend of 
the governor. 

“Such men do not die. Their in- 
fluence for good lives in the lives of 
others with whom they come in con- 
tact. The school room was established 
at the sanle time as the church in 
this country, when the Pilgrims 
landed. They are inseparable and 
must continue to go hand in hand. I 
can think of nothing m )re appropri- 
ate in describing the good schools ac- 
complish than by quoting Horace 
Mann. Of old schools, which were

wealth is proud of her schools and 
none stand higher than the public 
schools of Newton.”

An exciting incident at West New- 
ton occurred on Wednesday afternoon 
when John Burns arrested for assault 
on Miss Myra Hastings escaped from 
the custody of Chief Tarbox and half 
the police force and many citizens 
spent several hours looking for him. 

Chief Tarbox visited the house of j 
Michael Quinn, a lampliglitcr on 
Kensington street, West Newton 
about 3 in the afternoon accompanied 
by Miss Hastings. Bums who is in 
the employ of Quinu had just gone on 
an errand to Newlonvillc ami the Chief 
followed. Burns returned home before 
the Chief found liim ami when in- 
formed that Tarbox was looking for 
him made a change of clothing and 
had just reappeared at the front door 
when tlie Chief drove up. In response j 
to the request of the Chief, Burns 
stepped up to the carriage and Miss j 
Hastings positively ideiitilied him us 
the mail who had assaulted her a 
week ago. Burns was then arrested 
and took Miss Hastings place in the 
Chief’s wagon. On tlie uav to West 
Newton he was quiet, although he 
made several attempts to put his Lot 
on the edge of tlie box buggy in 
whicl] they were riding. When near 
West Newton lie made a sudden 
spring from the carriage und the 
Chief followed, leaving the horsi’ to 
be stopped later at West Newton. 
Burns immediately ran across the 
fields and woods with the Chief in 
close pursuit. Tarbox was without 


hU revolver and Burns managed to 
get away after ao exhausting run. 
The Chief then returned to head- 
quarters and called out every avail- 
able man and a dose search was made 
of the entire district and telephone 
messages sent to neighboring towns. 

Burns in the meantime had return- 
ed to the Kensington street house and 
secured his bicycle. Here he was seen 
by oilicer Burke who gave chase, as- 
sisted by a citizen. Burke was soon 
winded but tiie citizen managed to 
close witii the fugitive just as he ran 
into a vacant house on Watwick road. 
Burns then drew a relvolver and 
again g'ot away. 

He was not seen again until arrest- 
ed in Wultliam early Thursday morn- 
ing. He was subsequently taken to 
tiic West Newton station and lias con- 
fessed that he was responsible fur 
the Hastings assault. He was also 
iudentilied as Uie man who attempted 
an assault on \’aleiitine street West 
Newton some weeks ago.

MUSIC, UISCRbl.AKBOUa EXTRRTAINMRMTS 
AND XXlIiniTS WILL HR THR ORST 
noSTON HAS BVP.H SRBN. 

Three years ago, the opening of 
the Triennial Eposltlon of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion in Mechanics' Building was ac- 
claimed the most brilliant and 
elaborate event of the sort that Boston 
had ever seen. Newspapers and pub- 
lic alike described it as ”the greatest 
of all” and "the establishment of a 
new record for industrial and me- 
chanical fairs in New England.”

United States Mint, together with a 
sample colleciion of a tntllion dollars 
in bank notes. IStacks of arms and 
war implements of all descriptions, 
together with coats of mail of the 
time of the Puritans, uniforms of the 
Continental Army and of United 
States Regulars of the present day 
will constitute the War Department 
exhibit. 

In the line of entertaiaments, the 
moat popular anddeli^tful of all will 
be Creatore’s Band. This wonderful 
master musician and his all but 
equally wonderful organization neeo 
no introduction in Boston. He is the 
same Creatore whose magic wand 
was first raised here in Sym- 
phony Hall and who so captivated 
Boston music lovers last fall as to 
leave no possible doubt as to the gen- 
ius of the man, the classic style of 
the programmes or the extraordinary 
sweetness and charm of the music 
provided. Creatore and his band will 
be the principal musical feature of 
the fair, the magnet which it is cal- 
culated will do as much, if not more 
than any one element of the Exposi- 
tion to attract attention.

Washington Letter. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 21, 1903- 

There is some anxiety among timor- 
ous people in Washington because of 
the action of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, taken in connection 
wit h the W. A. Miller case and the 
President’s declared "open door** 
policy with regard to union and non- 
union labor, in the Government ser- 
vice. The Central Labor Union of 
the District of Columbia has sen t to 
every organization affiliated wTtTi 
the Federation a copy of resolutions 
requesting the President to dismiss 
Miller and retract his avowed policy 
with regard to union and non-union 
labor. It is seen that this Is the 
first step in an organized opposition 
o President Roosevelt's nomination. 
There are, it is claimed, 2500000 
members of the federated labor or- 
ganizations and the results of an 
organized opposition if It could throw 
this vote in block would doufatljcss 
prove formidable. 

* The idea that the President will 
for a moment consider the possibility 
of receding from the stand be bas 
taken is not entertained by th(»e 
who know him and who can view his 
actions, in so tar as they relate to 
union labor, from a dispassionate 
standpoint. Mr. Roosevelt is firmly 
convinced that he is in the right in 
his “open door” declaration and it 
would appear that this fact should 
have appealed to the labor organiza- 
tions. It is pointed out that in work- 
ing for the government laborers are 
under no necessity of organizing to 
protect themselves or to secure short- 
er hours or larger wages, whatever 
may be the conditions that confront 
them when working for individuals 
or corporations. The government 
always pays liberally and is an easy 
task master. It is, therefore, obvious 
that the unions ^ould be wiser to ac- 
cept the dictum of the President 
rather than to antagonize him. 

In the case of Miller, it is stated on 
excellent authority that strong recom- 
mendations have gone to the Presi- 
dent that he be dismissed, these 
recommendations being based on facts 
other than that he has been expelled 
from the bookbinders* union, and that i 
patience on the part of the unions 
would probably be rewarded with the 
discharge of their old enemy. In view 
of the action of the Central Labor 
Union, however, the discharge ofi 
Miller might now be ascribed to fear 
on the part of the President and there 
is nothing that would prove more re- 
pugnant to him than to be called upon 
to take action which might be so in- 
terpreted. It is claimed that already 
ten states have been heard from en- 
dorsing the resolutions. of disapproval 
of the President's course. 

A remarkable record of effectual 
target shooting with large guns has 
just been made by the crew of the 
Indiana, at a range of from 1,4(X) to 
1,600 yards. With the 6 inch guns 
an average of 75 per cent, of hits 
was made, while the rate of firing 
' was unusually fast and the vessel 
from which the guns were fired was i 
kept going at full speed. With the I 
8 inch guns a record score of 87.5 | 
per cent, of this was made, the firing i 
being at a rapid rate. The last 
four shots fired with the 8 inch guns 
all made a bull’s eye, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the bull’s eye is 
only 50 inches square. When the last 
bull’s eye was made the men became 
so enthusiastic that when the gun 
pointer emerged from the turret he 
was seized by the men and despite 
his struggles to get away, was carried 
up to the bridge where he was pre- 
sented to the Captain and all the offi- 
cers and umpires shook hands with 
him. 

The President will return to Wash- 
ington on September 29 and the news- 
paper correspondents, at least, are re- 
joiced that for another long period 
Washington as a news center will not 
have to divide honors with Oyster 
Bay. With the return of the Presi- 
dent members of Congress and politi- 
cians generally will flock to this city 
and affairs will resume their custom- 
ary liveliness.

In the 
midst of it the horse took fright and | 
got beyond their control. | 

At an unlucky moment the Me- i 
Clellan child started to toddle across , 
the street and fell under the horse, 
the heavy iron-shod hoofs crushing 
his head like an eggshell. The 
little fellow was dead when he was 
picked up as the wagon clattered 
by. The horse was finally stopped 
and later the boys were arrested. 
Both belong in Watertown, Flannery 
at 24 Morse street, and Kelley at 9 
Morse street.

THE WADE SCHOOL 
The people of Upper Falla are api- 
tatinf^ the purchase of additional land 
on High street in oider to give room 
for the main entrance to the new 
school house from that direction. The 
matter will involve not only the pur* 
chase of the necessary land, but will 
add considerably to the cost of the 
building as at present planned and 
will entail expense in removing a 
ledge which will be in the way of the 
building. 

The idea of facing this building to 
th^ south is chiefly sentimeotal. It 
cannot be seen coming from the cast 
on account of the post office block; 
he approach from the west is around 
a very sharp curve, and the grade of 
Elliot street is so much lor^er on the 
south that it cannot be seen from that 
street. This leaves only the view 
from the immediate front on High 
street and in our opinion the change 
would be a case of extravagance, pure 
and simple. 

The agitation over junk dealers 
which is jus*^ now centering in No* 
nantum calls attention to a subject 
which has been receiving more or less 
quiet consideratiou for some time. 

The policy of the board of alder- 
men for the past few years'^to limit 
the licenses to residents of the city 
has brought into Newton quite a num- 
ber of persons who were attracted sole- 
ly by the possibility of obtaining such 
a license. As the junk business is 
passing into the hands of the Russian 
Jews, whose habits of living and lack 
of cleanliness do not tend to make 
them desirable neighbors, it is a ques 
tion whether it is not wise to still 
further limit the eligibility for such 
a license. The nature of the business 
affords opportunities for petty thiev- 
ing and for disposing of stolen goods, 
and it is not always desirable for 
women to deal with the present kind 
of license holders. 

We believe that the license to col- 
lect junk should be limited to not over 
seven and that the character of the 
licensee should be given caretul con- 
sideration. 

The disposition of old school build- 
ings which have been superseded by 
modern structures is a serious prob- 
lem, especially where the old build- 
ing has been abandoned^ on account 
of conditions which affect the health 
ot the children. 

At the same time it is possible for 
the city to oftentimes utilize these 
buildings for other than schoul pur- 
poses, and where this is even remotely 
possible, it should be done. 

This is the situation in both Nevk'- 
'ton Centre and Auburndale. The old 
buildings will probably not be needed 
for strictly school purposes for many 
years, but it is possible to use them 
•for ward rooms, elections, and the 
like. In any event, as one gentleman 
tersely put it, when discussing the 
sitoalion, “You may be able to use 
them if they are allowed 'to remain, 
but cannot do so if they are pulled 
down.”

Her contemporaries had all passed I 
on, but though she lived much in the 
past, her interest and faith in the ^ 
present generation never failed. 

Her ({uick sympathy and gentle 
courtesy won the love of old and 
young and one friend has said of her, 
her sweet face to look upon was a 
benediction.
